than she knows what to do with. 


Speaking of the capture of McManon’s 
army and the defeat and imprisonment of 
BaZzarne at Metz, the New York Sun very 
justly observes that “in each case the 
Prussians have wen by greater rapidity of 
movement, superior numbers, equal fight- 
ing and superior generalship.” That is 
the whole mystery. McManon had a 
hundred thousand men whom he could 
rely upon, besides from thirty to fifty 
thousand whom he did not dare to bring 
into action, while Von Moutxe had two 
hundred and forty thousand, all experi- 
enced soldiers. Against such an enemy 
only superior genius could successfully 
contend; but when the superiority is on 
the other side the case becomes doubly 
hopeless. The battle-field was also unfa- 
vorable to the French, and their only line 
of retreat led into Belgium. When the 
hills that environ Sedan were taken from 
them and they were surrounded on every 
side surrender was their only course. 


The Boston Post has found out that at 
the time Bismarck brought LEoPro.p and 
the Spanish throne so tatally together he 
deposited tor Prussia a hundred millions 
of dollars in London, with which to 
induce the insurgent Cubans eventually to 
claim the assistance of Prussia through 
LEOPOLD, and thus bring the island under 
Prussian domination. The object was 
obviously to provide a naval station and 
colony tor ambitious Prussia in the West 
Indies, through whose waters so many of 
the future leading highways of commerce 
are to pass. The plan would prove a 
master-stroke of policy it it could be car- 
ried out. Now that Prussia is victorious 
in her war with France, says the Post, 
what should hinder the designing Bu1s- 
MARCK from pushing on with it? France 
certainly is poweriess to interpose. Spain 
without France could not very well help 
herself. England has no interest, even it 
she dared, to say a word. The United 
States alone must resent and resist it. We 
have as a nation again and again declared 
it would be a cause of war for any foreign 
power to accept the transfer of Cuba. In 
the case supposed should we be equally 
ready to dispute it with Prussia? Or 
would the sympathy professed for her as 
against France work the effect of a con- 
cession to her desires? Here is a not im- 
possible question that may yet arise to 
teach us the value of keeping a strict 
neutrality in foreign wars.

GENERAL Pierre Lovrs Caaries De 
Faiiy, of the French army, who was killed 
in the actions around Sedan, was born about 
the year 1808, was a pupil of the military 
school of St, Cyr, and in 1826 entered the in- 
fantry. He became Sub-Lieutenant in 1828, 
and by successive promotions at last, in Au- 
gust, 1851, reached the grade of Colonel of 
the Twentieth regiment. On August 29, 1854, 
he was appointed General of brigade, served 
io the Crimean war, end became General of 
division on September 22, 1855. He was next 
appointed Aid de Camp to the Emperor, and 
during the ltalian war commanded a division 
of the Fourth Corps, distinguishing himself 
at Magenta and Solferino. He was chief of 
the expedition sent in 1867 to defend Rome 
against Garibaldi, and commanded the French 
troops at the battle of Mentany. In March, 
1868, he was eppointed Senator,and in October, 
1869, succeeded Marshal Bazaine in command 
of the Third Army Corps stationed at Nancy. 
In the prisent war he commanded the Filth 
Corps, ard failed to reinforce Marshal McMa- 
hon at the battle of Werth in time to be of 
service. For this reason he was placed under 
arrest by McMahon, and was at first ordered 
to Cualors, but afterwards accompanied the 
army in ite march to the northern frontier. 
The accounts of De Failly's death vary, one 
statement asserting that he was executed by 
orcer of McMahon, the gther that he was shot 
by bis own troops.

Why the Irish People Sympathize 
Wath France. 
{From the New Orleans Picayune.) 

The main body of the French, or of those 
who ea:liest constituied independen: France, 
were Celiic by origin and in tone and cbarac 
ter. From the time that Poris was an outpost 
of Rowan dominion, occupied by the troops 
of Ju ius Cawsar, a Celtic curreut has colored 
the blood aud character of ali France. ; 

Tbe dominant rece in Ireland was also Celtic. 
Iwas Ire, Eu, Erin or the Westera Land, 
and the name was copied by colonizing 
Greeks, who called & lerna; by tne nautical 
adventurers of Italy, who called’ it lourna 
and Jouverna; by the Britons, to whom it was 
known a8 [verdon, and by the Saxons, who 
called it Ier-land, or Lana of the West. {n all 
its designations the Cel'ic for ‘‘west’’ 
is retained, and especially in the name dearest 
to Irish affection, Erin, the name most famil- 
jarinthe eloquence and poesy of the island. 
Ireland has hundreds of names of mountains 
lakes, rivers and castles, as well as names o 
ancient families, which in ail the mutations of 
orthography still retain Celtic elements and 
evidences of Celtic origion. A matured oral 
and written language is stillin use in many 
paits of Ireland, with the roots, elements and 
idioms which prove it tobe of the tamily of 
tongues once prevalent, not yet extinct, 
amorg many of the nations or provinces of 
Western or Celtic Europe. “Many relics and 
monuments indicate au identity of race with 
that of Gallia, and the many remaivs of druid- 
ical altars, temples and circles, still show that 
France and Ireland had acommon faith as 
well as 2 common origin. However much the 
biood, the languages and the institutions of 
the Teutonic races may have modified Irish 
Celtici:m im the course of twenty centuries, 
the Irish are still essentially Ceitic aud kin- 
died to the Celtic races of France. 

The resemblance is phssical developmenta, 
in intellect and in morul characteristics, is 
additional proof of common origin and eth- 
nical kinship. Love of liberty, elastic spirits, 
eprightly spirits, sprightly intellect, warm 
affections, gallantry to women, chivalric cour- 
age, proneness to military life, sympathetic 
emotions, natural eloquente, aversion to re- 
straint, keen appreciation of wit, inatinctive 
sense of honor, jove of beauty ino nature, art 
and poetry, sympathy with what is festive 
and Joyous—are traits common to Irishmen 
and Frenchmen. Hence, the Celts of the 
Emerald Island find themselyes quite at home 
among the French, learvine their lavguage 
ard conforming to their customs very readily, 

There are ties of sympathy beside a com- 
mon origin aud similarity of disposition. It 
bas at 8 that the nations at war with 
England have always sought to employ the 
hostility of the Irish against the Eogtish. 
There was in olden time a natural, necessary 
and constant a}liance between Ireland and the 
enemies of Evgiand. As France grew, 
strengthened and consolidated, she fought 
more and more earnestly to get rid of Augtio- 
Saxon domination and interference. he 
wars between the two were numerons, long 
and yiclent, but in every instance France had 
an Irish: alliance, or Irish sympathy and aid. 
A military intercourse, a commerce and inter- 
change of military co-operation was the result. 
Frenchmen and [rishmen formed the habit of 
serving together, and the soldiers of both, by 
tacit understandiug, never expected or de- 
sired to be brought into collision. Exiled 
Irishmen were welcomed to homes in France, 
and many of her battieflelds have been wet 
with the best of Erin’s blood. Irish heroes 
shared equally in the harpships of service, 
and after victories they were the honored 
guests at the barvest-bome of glory. They 
were docorated with the badges of distioc- 
tion, promoted for gailantry, aud honored with 
titles for their efficiency. 

It is pot strange, therefore, that the Lrish 
people should javor the side of France in the 
present war. ‘The preference is in obedience 
to the instinct of kindness and historical fel- 
low feeling.

During the late war.,andfr 
three or four years subsequently, there was an 
immense traffic in whisky of ijilicit distiilation— 
that is, an article which was secretly dis illed 
and smuggled into the mar«et, offen wtb the 
connivance of corrupt tax colectors witb- 
out paying the excise. This “contraband” 
trade had depressing an effect uvon 
the legliimate branch of the business, that many 
honest distillers were forced to suspend op-ra- 
tions. During the last two years, bowever, fl- 
licit distillation hag beep almost wholly sup- 
pressed, tbrough greater honesty and fidelity of 
the officials of the Revenur Department, and a 
better system of collection, thus enabling honest 
distillers to thrive again. But latterly, the price 
of pew whisky bas ru so low—about 4505) 
cents per gallona the tax—and the price of 
coin $0 bigh, that the production fm the Wes, 
whence comes the great bulk of supplies, has 
been con:iderably ¢urtailed. Some idea of the 
extent of this curtailment may be formed from 
the fact that the product of Kentucky, one of the 
leading distililng Gistricts of the country, and 
femed fer its “old Bourbov,” during the past 
seven months, was only 4,822,061 wea allons— 
a decrease of 3,126,554 proof gallons from the 
quantity produced during tbe corresponding 
petiod iast year. The prospect of a subds‘antiai 
resction from the present low price of the ar- 
ticle is pot regarded ber the best informed of the 
trage as being encouraging, for the reason that 
the stock tn the country is comparatively large, 
whilethe basis ofeommon whisky, the corn crop, 
promises to be among the largest the coun'ry 
has ever sielded. Under these circumstance’, 
the beaviest dealers are apprehen-ire of a coa- 
tinued over-supply, avd a consequent low ruling 
of prices. The stock of the finer grades, or old 
whisky, is understood not to be excessive.

Firet Comptrvlier Tayior bas made a direct ts- 
sue with Acting Attorney Geoeral Talbot in re- 
lation to tbe disposal of unexpended dalances of 
avtropriations. Mr. Talbot's opinion in which he

Dr. J. J. Lara- 
bee was cailed in, but It was evident from the frst 
that bis wounds were mortal, and at about 12 
o'clock he expired.
